Prom  such  study  as  it  has  so  far  "been  possible  to  make  of  the 
revisions  which  the  associates  of  the  Japanese  Ambassador  offered  on 
June  4  it  is  disappointing  t  note  a  vr.3t  difference  between  the  pro¬ 
posal  as  it  now  stands  with  these  revisions  a.nd  the  original  document 
on  ,rhich  earlier  dlscusoi  ns  were  based.  The  oucces3ivo  Japanese  re¬ 
visions  appear  to  have  gradually  narrowed  down  tho  extent  of  the  ad¬ 
vances  in  the  direction  of  a  liberal  policy  and  to  have  carried  the 
proposal  away  from  the  fundamental  points  which  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  considers  are  involved  in  establishing  and  preserving 
peaceful  conditions  in  the  Pacific  area..  The  impress  in  that  tho 
Secretary  of  State  derives  from  the  proposed  revisions  as  a.  whole 
and  from  recent  manifestations  of  the  Japan,  so  Government's  attitude 
is  that  they  evince  a  disposition  (l)  to  stress  Japan's  alignment 
with  the  Axis,  (2)  to  av-  id  giving  a  clear  indiration  of  an  intention 
to  place  Je.paJi'o  relations  with  China  on  a  basis  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Government  of  tho  United  States  w^pid  c  ntributo  to  a  lasting 
peace  and  thus  tc  future  stability  in  the  Far  East,  and  (3)  to  voer 
away  from  clear-cut  commitments  in  regard  to  policies  cf  peace  and 
of  nrndiscrir.ina.tcry  treatment  which  are  tho  fundamentals  of  a  s  .und 
basis  for  peace  in  the  Pacific  area.  As  tho  Secretary  of  State  has 
indicated,  this  Government  has  n^t  wished  te  take  an  initiative 
in  commenting  upon  the  merits  of  the  pr  posed  peace  terms  between 
Japan  and  China;  comment  has  been  offered  upon  this  natter  because 
under  the  proposed  understanding  this  Government  would  be  expected 
to  take  sc-’O  action  with  regard  to  th<  se  terns.
